Aruba Meets Europe 





For decades, early spring is a 
time when Aruba’s tourism en¬ 
tities, the Aruba Tourist Au¬ 
thority (ATA) and the Aruba 
Hotel and Tourism Association 
(AHATA) connect, network 
and brainstorm with their 


tourism partners in North and 
Latin America by hosting con¬ 
ferences and welcoming dele¬ 
gates to the CATA and ATCA, 
respectively. 

Five years ago they added 
Aruba Meets Europe, or AME, 


as more nations from that con¬ 
tinent and beyond have shown 
great interest in the Caribbean, 
and Aruba in particular, as a 
vacation destination. On Sun¬ 
day, April 25, sixty travel ex¬ 
ecutives and international 
media began arriving to take 
part in five days of getting to 
know Aruba and establishing 
commerce between their na¬ 
tions. They hail from Holland, 
England, Sweden, Belgium, 
and Austria, with some travel 
media from Italy and other 
countries. 

Island travel pundits under¬ 
stand the varying nature of vis¬ 
itors from different parts of the 
world.

A majority of the time dur¬ 
ing the week on the island is 
spent in networking sessions 
punctuated by a visit to the en¬ 
virons of the Arikok National 
Park, a snorkeling and sailing 
cruise along the coast and 
other such activities, as the 
theme of this year’s AME is 
“Where Culture meets Na¬ 
ture.”

Spain downgraded, 
Europe debt crisis widens 


BERLIN, Germany (AP) - Eu¬ 
rope's debt crisis mushroomed 
yesterday as Spain saw its 
credit rating lowered, just as 
Germany sought to reassure 
nervous investors that Greece 
would not be allowed to go 
under, saying Berlin's share of 
a key aid package could be ap¬ 
proved in the next few days. 

Stock and bond markets had 
begun to regain their compo¬ 
sure after stinging downgrades 
of Greece and Portugal the day 
before, when Standard & Poors 
delivered more bad news by 
cutting Spain's rating to AA 
from AA+ amid concerns 
about the country's growth 
prospects following the col¬ 
lapse of a construction bubble. 

"We now believe that the 
Spanish economy's shift away 
from credit-fuelled economic 
growth is likely to result in a 
more protracted period of slug¬ 
gish activity than we previ¬ 
ously assumed," Standard & 
Poor's credit analyst Marko 
Mrsnik said. 

Spain is considered the key 
to whether Europe's debt crisis 
can be resolved — its economy 


is much larger than that of 
Greece and Portugal and — 
many in the markets postulate 
— may be just too big to bail 
out if it gets into serious trouble. 

Though its overall debt bur¬ 
den is fairly modest at around 
53 percent of national income, 
the country is running a high 
budget deficit and has done 
less than others to get a handle 
on its public finances. 

"Given its lack of competi¬ 
tiveness and the grim outlook 
for domestic demand the gov¬ 
ernment will need to announce 
further fiscal measures if it is 
to make serious inroads into 
the deficit," said Ben May, Eu¬ 
ropean economist at Capital 
Economics. "Today's an¬ 
nouncement may increase the 
pressure on it to do this sooner 
rather than later." 

The announcement came 
after a day of market drops and 
turmoil following the down¬ 
grades of Greece — to junk 
status — and Portugal. Mar¬ 
kets had been looking for a 
clear word from Germany that 
it would contribute its part of a 
Greek bailout package.

PDVSA officer rules out 
resumption of Isla refinery 
operations in April 


On Tuesday morning, the 
AME General Assembly and

AMSTERDAM, The Nether¬ 
lands (AP) - Nearly all of 
Anne Frank’s diary went on 
display yesterday for the first 
time at the house where she 
wrote it during the two years 
the Jewish teenager was in hid¬ 
ing from the Nazis. 

The notebooks and pages 
that comprise the World War II 


diary have been moved into 
the Anne Frank House mu¬ 
seum to mark 50 years since it 
opened its doors to the public. 

Dutch Queen Beatrix 
opened the exhibition, then at¬ 
tended a commemoration at 
the 17th century Western 
Church a few dozen steps from 
museum. 


The original red plaid diary 
in which Anne began writing 
on her 13th birthday has been 
at the museum for several 
years. 

But that covered just six 
months of the 25 months she 
hid with her family and four 
other Jews in a concealed 
canal-side apartment in Ams¬

terdam. Two other school exer¬ 
cise books and other pages 
were stored at the Netherlands 
War Documentation Center, 
the government war archives. 

Now on display are the 
three parts of the diary, a book 
of short stories she wrote 
called ’’Tales from the Secret 
Annex,” and a notebook of her 
favorite quotations. 

Anne also wrote 360 loose 
pages written on flimsy paper, 
mostly revising earlier diary 
entries with the intention of 
publishing it after the war. Be¬ 
cause of the papers' fragile 
state, the museum said it will 
display 40 sheets at a time and 
rotate them. 

The diary and other papers 
have all been studied, pub¬ 
lished and in some cases repro¬ 


duced in replicas. But it will be 
the first time visitors see nearly 
the full collection in Anne's 
own hand in one place. 

The museum also launched 
a "Secret Annex Online” on its 
website yesteray, allowing 
people to tour it online. 

"The generation of people 
who experienced the war and 
Nazi persecution of the Jews is 
shrinking fast,” said former 
Prime Minister Wim Kok at the 
church ceremony. "Their stories 
must be kept alive and passed 
on to new generations. The 
Anne Frank House is one of the 
places where that happens.” 

The diary has been trans¬ 
lated into dozens of languages, 
has been read by millions of 
people and is on the curricu¬ 
lum of many schools.

Smelly, Rare ’Corpse Flower’ 
Blooms 


BEIJING - Global technol¬ 
ogy suppliers face a looming 
Chinese deadline to reveal 
the inner workings of com¬ 
puter encryption and other se¬ 
curity products in a move the 
United States and Europe say 
is protectionist. 

Suppliers must comply 
with the rules that take effect 
Saturday or risk being shut 
out of the billions of dollars 
in purchases that the Chinese 
government makes of smart 
cards, secure routers, anti¬ 
spam software and other se¬ 
curity products. Encryption 
codes and other trade secrets 
would have to be disclosed to 
a government panel, and the 
foreign companies worry 
they might be leaked to Chi¬ 
nese rivals. 

It is the latest in a string of 
disputes over complaints Bei¬ 
jing is using regulations to 
support its companies at the 
expense of foreign rivals. It 
comes less than a month after 
China defused a separate 
conflict with the United 
States and Europe by scaling 
back a plan to favor Chinese 
technology in government 
procurement. 

Washington and the Euro¬ 
pean Union say no other na¬ 
tion imposes such a demand 
and want Beijing to scrap or 
at least postpone it. 

Washington wants China 


to ’’follow global norms,” said 
Nkenge L. Harmon, a spokes¬ 
woman for the U.S. Trade 
Representative, in an e-mail 
Wednesday. In a meeting this 
month, she said, American of¬ 
ficials ’’pressed China to ad¬ 
dress the concerns of foreign 
governments and industry be¬ 
fore implementing the testing 
and certification rules.” 

The requirement ’’has no 
real base in reality,” the visit¬ 
ing EU trade commissioner, 
Karel De Gucht, said Tues¬ 
day. ”We cannot see what 
they see in regard to security, 
so we are in fact disputing 
this.” 

De Gucht said he raised 
the issue with Chinese Com¬ 
merce Minister Chen Dem- 
ing, though he gave no 
details. 

The demand reflects the 
communist government’s un¬ 
ease about relying on foreign 
technology to manage its se¬ 
crets and Beijing’s desire to 
help fledgling Chinese high- 
tech companies catch up and 
compete with global rivals. 

The rules cover 13 types of 
products, including database 
and network security systems, 
secure routers, data backup 
and recovery systems and 
anti-spam and anti-hacking 
software — all essential parts 
of computer and telecommu¬ 
nications networks. Such

How is Coffee 
Decaffeinated? 




For those who like the taste 
of java but can’t stand the 
jitters, scientists have de¬ 
vised a variety of ways to 
extract caffeine from coffee 
beans. In the most common 
method, called ’’solvent ex¬ 
traction,” the beans are 
steamed to raise their mois¬ 
ture content. Dissolved caf¬ 
feine rises to the surface of 
the beans and is washed off 
using an organic solvent 
such as methylene chloride.

A rare behemoth flower - 
dubbed the ’’corpse flower” 
for its rotting-meat smell - 
bloomed this week at West¬ 
ern Illinois University this 
week. It’s one of a small 
group of these flowers that 
have bloomed in cultivation 
since the 1880s. 

As of Monday, the mega 
flower (one of four in the uni¬ 
versity’s greenhouse), was 
44.5 inches (113 centimeters) 
tall, having grown nearly 4 
inches (about 5.7 cm) in 24 
hours. In the wild, the plant 
can grow as big as 20 feet (6 
meters) tall and 15 feet (4.5 
meters) across. 

First corpse discovered 

The flower, whose scien¬ 
tific name is Amorphophallus 
titanium and is also know as 
Titan Arum, is native to the 
equatorial rainforests of cen¬ 
tral Sumatra in western In¬ 
donesia. 

It was first discovered in 
1878 by Italian botanist 
Odoardo Beccari, who col¬ 
lected the seeds and provided 
them to England's Royal 
Botanic Gardens in Kew, 
which recorded the first 
bloom of this species in cul¬ 
tivation in 1889. The first 
bloom of this species in the 
United States occurred at the 
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New York Botanical Gardens 
in June 1937. 

The seeds for the Western 
Illinois University plant were 
collected in 1993 by James 
Symon in Sumatra while 
filming for Sir David Atten¬ 
borough's BBC documentary 
"The Private Life of Plants.” 
The plants that WIU has 
grown from those seeds are 
among the first generation of 
plants cultivated in the United 
States. (That means they are 
essentially from the 1930s.) 

Putrid plant basics 

For most of its life, the 
corpse flower grows vegeta- 
tively, only producing a sin¬ 
gle, umbrella-like leaf, 
Hillyer explained. 

The bloom (or inflores¬ 
cence) of the flower is actu¬ 
ally composed of thousands 
of flowers. The flower's nick¬ 
name comes from the odor of 
the bloom, which smells like 
rotting meat. 

In its native environment, 
the Titan Arum is pollinated 
by carrion beetles and flesh 
flies, which are attracted to 
the horrendous odor. The 
flower is a member of the 
Araceae family that includes 
plants such as Jack-in-the- 
Pulpit, Calla Lilly and Philo¬ 
dendron.

Brown rice = better heart health 


Two kinds of rice — brown 
and half-milled rice — may 
reduce the risk of heart dis¬ 
ease and high blood pressure 
by interfering with a protein 
linked to those conditions, re¬ 
search suggests. 

In a new study, researchers 
report that the findings could 
indicate that brown rice is 
better than white rice when it 
comes to protecting the body 
from high blood pressure and 
artherosclerosis (hardening of 
the arteries). 

"Our research suggests 
that there is a potential ingre¬ 
dient in rice that may be a 
good starting point for look¬ 



ing into preventive medicine 
for cardiovascular diseases," 
said researcher Satoru 
Eguchi, an associate profes¬ 
sor of physiology at Temple 


University School of Medi¬ 
cine in Philadelphia. 

Brown rice combats high BP 

Eguchi and colleagues 
said their experiments show 
that an ingredient in brown 
rice appears to combat a pro¬ 
tein known as angiotensin II 
that contributes to high blood 
pressure and clogged arteries. 

The ingredient is in a 
layer of rice that is stripped 
away when brown rice is 
converted to white rice. But 
the layer can be preserved in 
half-milled (Haigamai) and 
incompletely milled (Kin- 
memai) rice, which are pop¬ 
ular in Japan. 


Folic acid may help spinal, brain trauma 


MADISON, Wisconsin — A 
study of rodents found folic 
acid might help promote 
healing of brain and spinal 
cord injuries, U.S. re¬ 
searchers said. 

Study leader Bermans 
Iskandar of the University of 
Wisconsin in Madison said 
the team of researchers un¬ 
covered a molecular pathway 
by which folate promotes 


nerve cell regeneration fol¬ 
lowing injury in rodents. 

Iskandar said women who 
may become pregnant or who 
are pregnant are advised to 
eat enough folic acid to pre¬ 
vent their child from develop¬ 
ing neural tube defects — 
defects in the development of 
the spinal cord or brain. 

The findings were pub¬ 
lished in the Journal of Clin¬ 


ical Investigation. 

A commentary, written by 
Matthias Endres and Golo 
Kronenberg, of Charite — 
Universitatsmedizin Berlin in 
Germany, said the data com¬ 
bined with the safety and 
simplicity of folate suggest 
testing folate supplementa¬ 
tion for spinal cord and brain 
trauma patients. 


HPV Test Beats Pap Smear 
for Cancer Screening 


Doctors can detect more seri¬ 
ous precancerous lesions in 
the cervix by testing for 
human papillomavirus (HPV) 
than through conventional 
cervical screening with a Pap 
smear, a new study suggests. 

HPV, a common sexually 
transmitted disease, can 
cause cancers such as cervi¬ 
cal cancer. The disease is es¬ 
pecially prevalent in young 
women. 

In the new study, led by 
Ahti Anttila of the Finnish 
Cancer Registry, researchers 
studied the experiences of 
58,282 women aged 30 to 60 
who took part in routine cer¬ 
vical screening between 2003 
and 2005. 

The women were ran¬ 


domly assigned to receive an 
HPV test or a Pap smear test. 
The researchers then tracked 
the women for five years. 

The HPV screening tests 
did a better job at detecting se¬ 
rious precancerous lesions on 
the surface of the cervix, 
known as cervical intraepithe¬ 
lial neoplasia (CIN III), ac¬ 
cording to the report published 
online April 28 in the BMJ. 

The researchers cautioned 
that they didn't detect very 
many cervical cancer cases. 
Still, they wrote, "consider¬ 
ing the high probability of 
progression of CIN III le¬ 
sions in women aged 35 
years or more, our results are 
important for prevention of 
cervical cancer."

GE says economy has stabilized 


General Electric Co. said yes¬ 
terday that the broader eco¬ 
nomy and its own industrial 
and lending businesses are im¬ 
proving, signs the "clouds are 
breaking” after one of the 
worst years ever for the com¬ 
pany. 

Some key economic indica¬ 
tors have stabilized, including 
the high unemployment rate 
and the decline in housing 
prices, GE told investors at its 
annual meeting in Houston. 

Unemployment 
falls in majority 
of US cities 

WASHINGTON (AP) - Un¬ 
employment rates fell or re¬ 
mained level in three-quarters 
of the 372 largest metropolitan 
areas, a sign that the economic 
recovery is widespread. 

The Labor Department said 
yesterday the jobless rate 
dropped in 69 percent of metro 
areas last month from Febru¬ 
ary. It rose in 24 percent of 
large cities and remained the 
same in the rest. 

That's an improvement 
from February, when the un¬ 
employment rate decreased in 
51 percent of metro areas and 
increased in one-third. 

Employers added 162,000 
jobs in March, the government 
said earlier this month, the 
most significant gain in three 
years. 


Bank losses have stopped 
growing and capital markets 
have improved, a positive sign 
for GE's troubled GE Capital 
lending unit that has been the 
source of many of its prob¬ 
lems. 

"The forecast ahead of us is 
promising,” said GE chief exe¬ 
cutive Jeffrey Immelt. 

GE is frequently seen as an 
economic indicator since it is 
has a major presence in sectors 
ranging from transportation to 
finance and employs more 
than 300,000 people in dozens 
of countries. 


GE suffered through a 
painful year in 2009, as the re¬ 
cession sapped demand for its 
products ranging from jet en¬ 
gines to wind turbines while 
the financial crisis led to a big 
spike in losses on loans GE 
Capital made for mortgages, 
credit cards and commercial 
real estate. The company cut 
its dividend, lost its top credit 
rating and saw its stock price 
swoon. 

But the company said GE 
Capital is improving and 
should return to profit growth 
soon.

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Goose hit by arrow lands 
in veterinarian’s NJ yard 


MILLINGTON, New Jersey 
(AP) - A Canada goose with a 
hunter’s 26-inch arrow sticking 
out of its chest picked the right 
place to land. 

"This is a smart goose," 
said Bernard Levine, the re¬ 
tired veterinarian in whose 
Toms River backyard the 
wounded bird showed up a few 
weeks ago. "He happened to 
come into the yard of a veteri¬ 
narian that could take care of 
him." 

So Levine, 82, fed the 
goose, helped capture it, per¬ 
formed lifesaving surgery and 
transported it to the state’s 
largest bird rehabilitation facil¬ 
ity, The Raptor Trust. 

All patched up after a three- 
week stay at The Raptor Trust, 
the goose was released last 
week into a stream in a 
wooded area on the trust’s 
property with Levine witness¬ 
ing the payoff for his kindness. 


"It feels great to see him 
free and liberated, enjoying life 
the way a goose should," 
Levine said, as the goose 
preened and waded down¬ 
stream. 

Although birders generally 
praise Levine’s efforts, some 
say saving geese is not an im¬ 
perative because the birds have 
long been an overly abundant 
nuisance, according to Peter 
Bacinski, director of the Sandy 
Hook Bird Observatory and a 
New Jersey Audubon member. 

U.S. Fish and Wildlife bio¬ 
logists estimated the popula¬ 
tion of Canada geese in 2009 
to be about 1.1 million in east¬ 
ern North America from Que¬ 
bec to South Carolina, an 11 
percent decline from 2008 be¬ 
cause the geese built fewer 
nests. Colder May tempera¬ 
tures in 2009 and the resulting 
snowmelt delayed prolonged 
migration to nesting grounds. 


How Arizona became center 
of immigration debate 


PHOENIX, Arizona (AP) - 
The frustration had been buil¬ 
ding for years in Arizona with 
every drug-related kidnapping, 
every home invasion, every 
"safe house" discovered 
crammed with illegal immi¬ 
grants from Mexico. 

The tensions finally spilled 
over this month with passage 
of the nation's toughest law 
against illegal immigration, a 
measure that has put Arizona at 
the center of the heated debate 
over how to deal with the mil¬ 
lions of people who sneak into 
the U.S. every year. 

A number of factors com¬ 
bined to produce the law: a 
heavily conservative Legisla¬ 
ture, the ascent of a Republican 
governor, anger over the federal 
government's failure to secure 
the border, and growing anxiety 
over crime that reached a fever 
pitch last month with the slaying 
of an Arizona rancher, appar¬ 
ently by an illegal immigrant. 

"The public wants some¬ 
thing done. They're tired of it," 
said state Sen. Russell Pearce, 
who sponsored the legislation. 
"They've seen the ineptness 
and the malfeasance on the 
part of the government, and 
they're frustrated." 

The new law makes it a 
state crime to be in the U.S. il¬ 
legally and directs police to 
question people about their im¬ 
migration status if there is rea¬ 
son to suspect they are illegal. 

Critics warned that the law 
could result in racial profiling 
and other abuses, and they are 
planning a legal challenge and 
a November referendum to 
overturn the measure. Suppor¬ 
ters of the law say it is a com¬ 
mendable effort to combat 
what is fast becoming a 
scourge in the U.S. 

Arizona is the biggest gate¬ 
way into the U.S. for illegal 
immigrants. The state is home 
to an estimated 460,000 illegal 
immigrants — a population 
larger than that of entire cities 
such as Cleveland, St. Louis 
and New Orleans. 

The Republican-dominated 
Legislature has backed a series 
of tough immigration mea¬ 
sures in the past decade, only 
to have the most aggressive ef¬ 
forts thwarted by then-Gov. 
Janet Napolitano, a Democrat. 

But the political stars 
aligned this year for the GOP. 
President Barack Obama ap¬ 
pointed Napolitano to his Ca¬ 
binet, clearing the way for 
Republican Secretary of State 
Jan Brewer to take over as 
governor. The GOP made a 
headlong rush back into the 
immigration debate, and Bre¬ 
wer signed the bill last week. 

The law reflects frustration 
with what many lawmakers

see as inaction by the federal 
government. 

"While the Bush adminis¬ 
tration dropped the ball on bor¬ 
der security and illegal im¬ 
migration, the Obama admin¬ 
istration can't even find it," 
said GOP state Rep. John Ka- 
vanagh. 

He said lawmakers also felt 
compelled to act because more 
immigrants will come to the 
U.S. as the economy improves 
and there is a "smell of 
amnesty in the air" under the 
Obama administration. 

Over the past three years, 
Border Patrol agents have 
made 990,000 arrests of immi¬ 
grants crossing the border ille¬ 
gally in Arizona, or an average 
of 900 a day. The figures rep¬ 
resent 45 percent of all arrests 
of illegal immigrants along 
U.S. borders. 

Authorities routinely come 
across safe houses and vehicles 
jammed with immigrants 
across the vast Arizona desert. 
Last week, 67 illegal immi¬ 
grants were found crammed in¬ 
side a U-Haul truck — a fairly 
typical scenario in the state. 

The volume of drugs com¬ 
ing through the Arizona border 
is also eye-popping. Federal 
agents seized 1.2 million 
pounds of marijuana last year 
in Arizona. That amounts to an 
average of 1.5 tons per day. 

Pot busts have become so 
common that until recently 
federal prosecutors in Arizona 
generally declined to press 
charges against marijuana 
smugglers caught with less 
than 500 pounds. 

Phoenix has also been 
dubbed the kidnapping capital 


of the U.S. amid a surge of ex¬ 
tortion-related abductions tied 
to drugs and human smug¬ 
gling. The city has averaged 
about a kidnapping a day in re¬ 
cent years — some resulting in 
torture and death. Victims' legs 
have been burned with irons, 
their arms have been tied to the 
ceiling, their fingers broken 
with bricks. 

The anger over immigra¬ 
tion-related violence reached a 
boiling point in late March 
when a popular cattle rancher 
named Rob Krentz was 
gunned down along with his 
dog on his property near the 
border. With authorities sus¬ 
pecting an illegal immigrant, 
politicians seized on the killing 
to argue that border security is 
dangerously weak. 

"It's something that should 
have been taken care of for 
years. It's not something we can 
keep slacking on," said Thomas 
Fitch, whose neighborhood 
near the Arizona Cardinals sta¬ 
dium was the site of a raid last 
month that netted 11 illegal im¬ 
migrants in a safe house. "At 
the rate we're going now, it's 
going to get a lot worse." 

There has long been strong 
public support in Arizona for a 
crackdown. In 2004, Arizona 
voters easily approved a law 
that denies some welfare ben¬ 
efits to illegal immigrants. It 
passed with 55 percent of the 
vote. In 2006, lawmakers put 
four immigration measures on 
the ballot, including ones that 
would deny other government 
benefits to illegal immigrants 
and make English the official 
language. Each measure 
passed with at least 70 percent.

Sandra Bullock's divorce cites discord 
as grounds 


AUSTIN, Texas (AP) - San¬ 
dra Bullock has filed for di¬ 
vorce from her husband, 
Jesse James, citing discord 
and conflict of personalities 
without ’’any reasonable ex¬ 
pectations of reconciliation.” 

The divorce petition, 
which was filed Friday, said 
the couple has no child under 
18 years of age who is enti¬ 
tled to support. The Oscar- 
winning actress revealed 
Wednesday on People maga¬ 
zine's website that she is 
adopting a 3 1/2-month-old 
boy, Louis Bardo Bullock, 
who was born in New Or¬ 
leans. 

James and Bullock sepa¬ 
rated in March after five 
years of marriage, following 
reports that the celebrity mo¬ 
torcycle builder and reality- 
TV star had been unfaithful. 

Bullock's divorce papers 
were filed in a Travis County 
court in Austin, Texas, where 
Bullock owns two downtown 


restaurants and is believed to 
have a home. The 3-page fil¬ 
ing was first reported by 
celebrity website TMZ.com. 
A call to Bullock's attorney 
was not immediately returned. 

The divorce filing said Bul¬ 
lock and James no longer lived 
together and she believed they 
could enter into an agreement 
to divide their estates. 

"The marriage between 
Petitioner and Respondent 
has become insupportable be¬ 
cause of discord or conflict of 


personalities that destroys the 
legitimate ends of the mar¬ 
riage relationship and pre¬ 
vents any reasonable 
expectations of reconcilia¬ 
tion,” the divorce filing said. 

Bullock 45, and James, 
41, began the adoption 
process four years ago, the 
People article said, and 
brought Louis Bardo Bullock 
home in January but decided 
to keep the news to them¬ 
selves until after the Acad¬ 
emy Awards.

Lookin At Lucky is early Kentucky Derby favorite 



LOUISVILLE, Ky. - (AP) 
Lookin At Lucky was made 
the early 3-1 favorite for 
the Kentucky Derby and 
Sidney's Candy was the 
second choice Wednesday 
in a full field of 20 horses. 
Neither, however, drew the 
most favorable post posi¬ 
tion for Saturday's race. 

Trained by three-time 
Derby winner Bob Baffert 
and ridden by Garrett 
Gomez, Lookin At Lucky 
drew the No. 1 post — gen¬ 
erally considered a disad¬ 
vantage because horses 
charging into the first turn 
of the 11-4 mile track tend 
to jam the inside. 

Sidney's Candy, 5-1, 
didn't fare much better, 
drawing the outside No. 20 
post — making for the 
widest of all trips around 
Churchill Downs. 

Twelve horses have won 
from the No. 1 post; the last 
was Ferdinand in 1986. Only 
two winners have come from 
No. 20, with Big Brown 
doing so two years ago. 

Devil May Care is a 10-1 
co-third favorite as she at¬ 
tempts to become the fourth 
filly to win the Derby. The 
last filly to run in the Derby, 
Eight Belles, finished second

two years ago, but broke 
down after crossing the finish 
line and had to be euthanized. 

Mike Pegram, co-owner 
of Lookin At Lucky, still 
feels, well, pretty lucky. 

"If there's a horse that can 
overcome that spot, it's 
Lucky," he said. "I don't want 
to sound overconfident, but 
we got the best jockey in the 
country and he knows what 
his responsibilities are." 


Trained by John 
Sadler, Sidney's 
Candy is ridden by 
Joe Talamo and 
owned by weight 
loss maven Jenny 
Craig. The colt 
swept the Califor¬ 
nia preps but has 
never raced on dirt 
before. 

Devil May Care 
will take on the 
boys from the No. 
11 post. The other 
co-third choices 
are Florida Derby 
winner Ice Box 
and Gotham win¬ 
ner Awesome Act. 

Devil May Care 
is one of four 
horses in the field 
trained by Todd 
Pletcher, who is 0 
for 24 in the Derby. His best 
horse, Eskendereya, was 
forced out with a leg injury 
last weekend. 

Devil May Care has the 
lowest odds of Pletcher's four 
horses. Super Saver is 15-1, 
Mission Impazible is 20-1, 
and Discreetly Mine is 30-1. 

"I came out pretty good in 
all cases," Pletcher said. "The 
only negative is the 11 be¬ 
cause she'll be in the gate for 


a long time." 

A year ago, 50-1 shot 
Mine That Bird stunned the 
field and won under a rail- 
hugging ride by Calvin Borel, 
who rides Super Saver this 
time. 

There are a quartet of 
horses at 50-1 this time: 
Dean's Kitten, Make Music 
for Me, Backtalk (a son of 
2004 Derby winner Smarty 
Jones) and Homeboykris, co¬ 
owned by Los Angeles 
Dodgers manager Joe Torre. 

Hall of Famer trainer D. 
Wayne Lukas, a four-time 
Derby winner, will saddle 
Dublin, listed at 12-1. 

The Derby field in post¬ 
position order with odds: 
Lookin At Lucky, 3-1; Ice 
Box, 10-1; Noble's Promise, 
12-1; Super Saver, 15-1; Line 
of David, 30-1; Stately Vic¬ 


tor, 30-1; American Lion, 30- 
1; Dean's Kitten, 50-1; Make 
Music for Me, 50-1; Paddy 
O'Prado, 20-1; Devil May 
Care, 10-1; Conveyance, 12- 
1; Jackson Bend, 15-1; Mis¬ 
sion Impazible, 20-1;

The draw reverted to a tra¬ 
ditional pill pull for the first 
time since 1997, after a two- 
tier, made-for-TV process 
was used the last 12 years. 

Instead of the connections 
for each horse selecting their 
starting spots, officials pulled 
entry blanks simultaneously 
with a numbered pill to deter¬ 
mine what spot a horse 
breaks from in the starting 
gate.
